Mobile, Ala., May 21.—Property 
damage of $750,000, destruction of 
nine and a half city blocks of stores 
and residences and rendering of ap- 
proximately 1,500 people homeless, 
was the result of a disastrous fire 
which swept the old residential sec- 
tion of Mobile this afternoon. 

One man was injured, but no one 
has been able to identify the uncon- 
scious person. The fire burned for 
four hours, when wind and other 
natural conditions came to the re- 
lief of the fire fighters. 

Tonight the Red Cross, Knights 
of Columbus, citizens’ relief com- 
mittee and other organizations took 
steps to bring relief to the needy. 
Hundreds of people lost clothing, 
furniture and everything, many of 
them barely escaping with their 
children, so rapid was the advance 
of the sheet of flames which were 
fanned by a strong northwest wind. 


Relief for the Destitute. 

Relief for the destitute people to- 
night was produced almost instanta- 
neously, Mobilians taking immediate 
steps in their behalf. Hundreds 
were provided with food within a 
few hqurs after the fire was con- 
trolled. Practically every fraternal 
organization in Mobile opened their 
homes to the people. The city arm- 
ory was also thrown open = and 
equipped with sleeping facilities. In 
addition to these steps, the people 
of Mobile in innumerable instances 
opened their homes to the sufferers. 
Everywhere there was evidence that 
Mobile was fully able to take care of 
its own people. 

Tonight people generally paid 
tribute to the heroic fight made by 
the fire crew of the Alabama Dry 
Dock and Shipbuilding company. 
These fighters, most of them veter- 
ans of the city department, prevent- 
ed the fire from reaching the pfant. 
The company is one of the major in- 
dustries of the city. The private 
firemen used a hose on the mine- 
sweeper Bittern, at the foot of Madi- 
son street, and by coupling the hose 
belonging to the shipbuilding plant, 
the fighters successfully fought the 
thousands of burning~embers that 
fell on the property. 

The plant of the Zimmern Coal 
company was destroyed. A lumber 
yard in the rear of this plant caught 
fire, spreading down Royal street, 
at a point just opposite the offices 
of the Alabama Dry Dock and Ship- 
building company. 

Saved L. & N. Shops. 

Workmen in the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad shops long before 
the fire reached that vicinity suc- 
eessfully worked the hose on shed 
tops. In this way they kept the fire 
from igniting the roof, protecting 
one of the largest railroad shops in 
the south.
